Ss 4 NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: What was 
MW the funniest thing that happened on the 
set of Crystal Skull? 
STEVEN SPIELBERG: Watching my villains become 
really nice, regular people the moment I called “Cut.” 
I was always laughing when Cate Blanchett, who plays 
our tibervillain Irina Spalko, would suddenly step out of 
character and play with her kids or talk to friends on her 
phone—but still be in costume looking like a villain. 


What technology did you use to make the movie 
seem real? 

These days, everybody builds sets on computers and 
[adds them to the background of each scene]. We built 
full-size sets, which is something that isn’t often done 
anymore. I still believe that the Jndiana Jones movies 
need to look real and be real. 


What's the craziest thing that you’ve seen an 
Indiana Jones fan do? 

I wouldn’t call it crazy, but one of the most creative 
things was when this group of teens made a 148-minute 
remake of Raiders of the Lost Ark, capturing every 
single detail. That was an incredible thing. 


Do you have any tips for kids who want to 

make movies? 

Kids today have such an advantage over when I was 
a kid making movies. Family video cameras are so 
available and there are many ways to exhibit your 
films, like on MySpace and YouTube. In a 
way, there’s a film festival happening on the 
Internet every day.

Harrison Ford returns as Indiana Jones, the 
adventurer who is known for his bullwhip, fedora hat, and intense fear 
of snakes. We chatted with director Steven Spielberg and 

aBeouf, who plays Indy’s sidekick, Mutt. 


When was the first time you had an idea and 
thought that it would make a cool movie? 
Probably when I was about twelve years old. I was 

a Boy Scout and I was trying to get a merit badge in 
photography, but my dad’s still camera had broken. I 
went to the scoutmaster and asked if it would be okay to 
tell a story with my father’s movie camera. He said yes, 
and I got an idea to do a Western. I made it and got my 
merit badge. That was how it all started. 


Do you have a favorite prop that you’ve kept from 
your movies? 

My favorites are the model of the mothership from 
Close Encounters and the model of E.T’s spaceship. 


What's your favorite way to watch a film? 

I love to go to a regular movie theater, especially when 
it’s a big crowd-pleaser. It’s much better watching a 
movie with five hundred people making noise than with 
just a dozen. When it’s a smaller film, I tend to watch it 
at the office screening room or at a screening room in 
my house. 


What’s your favorite movie snack? 

My favorite movie snack has always been 
buttered popcorn, but I haven’t had butter 
on my popcorn in about P we 
five years.

I worked for about three months on a sword fight. 
[Director Steven Spielberg] wanted it to be a whimsical 
dance, like in very old movies.

Also, we had a lot of motorcycle 
training. It’s a humongous bike, and I’m used to riding 
dirt bikes. And I had Harrison Ford on the back of the 
bike. If you go down and he hurts himself, you’re to 
blame for ruining Indiana Jones. So there’s a lot of 
pressure. We worked for months getting the skills down. 


You did a lot of your own stunts in this movie, 
unlike in Transformers. How was that different? 
Well, I never got injured on Transformers, but I got 
injured on Jndy. We were doing a certain move during

What was Harrison Ford like to work with?
